Consequently, he would reflect to hla permanent 
grada of Major General unless the Air Faroe were willing to release one 
of its regular three star slots for our Deputy position, Sven if they 
have my such slot free, I think they would be very reluctant to release 
one to a non-Alr Force position. Perhaps the President would order its 
release but we may be faced with the need for legislation we had drafted 
for the Deputy Director of Central Intelligence.
